LITERARY GOSSIP. 


Lady Herbert of Lee is translating the ** Mémoires 
Inédits de Lamartine.” 

According to the Canada Bookseller, Prof. Goldwin 
Smith has undertaken the editorship of a new 
magazine that will, before long, be started in the 
Dominion, 


“The Public Library at Penzance possesses a gift 
from Mr. J. O. Halliwell, of which the British 
Museum might be proud,—namely, a noble collec- 
tion of volumes illustrative of the ancient English 
stage, its acted drama, its literature, and its history. 
Penzance is worthy of this donation. The spirited 
little town is the intellectual capital of Cornwall. 
The unanimity with which every effort is made there 
for local and for general good, is pleasantly attributed, 
by some of the inhabitants, to the fact that Penzance 
is exempt from the affliction of having to return a 
member to Parliament.”—Athaneum, 


At Helsingsfors there appeared last year a transla- 
tion into Finnish of Sir Walter Scott’s ‘ Ivanhoe,” 
which has been followed this year by a translation of 
the “Legend of Montrose.” The title of this in 
full is, “* Wanha Tarina Montrosesta. Historiallinen 
Kertomus Walter Scott in Kirjoittama, Englannin 
Kielesta Kaantayt J. Krohn, Helsingissa.” 


Another of the old London booksellers is gone. 
Mr. Strange, of Paternoster Row, died lately, at the 
age of seventy-one years. Mr, Strange for fifty years 
was principally engaged in the trade of a wholesale 
publisher. In partnership with Mr. Gowie, he pub- 
lished many years ago a satirical journal, known as 
Figaro in London, a paper that at one time reached a 
circulation of 70,000 copies weekly. About the 
same period Mr. Strange obtained the possession of a 
rare document, which gave in detail the names and 
amounts of a variety of unclaimed dividends lying at 
the Bank of England, as far back as the year 1802. 
This document was published under the title of * The 
Unclaimed Dividends of the Bank of England.” It 
was issued at the price of 20s, and reached a sale of 
30,000 copies within two years. In 1848 an injunc- 
tion was laid against Mr. Strange for publishing copies 
of the private engravings referred to in a “ Descriptive 
Catalogue of the Royal Victoria and Albert Gallery 
of Etchings.” It was subsequently found that copies 
of these engravings had been purloined by one of the 
workmen employed by a printer at Windsor to take 
impressions for Her Majesty. On an appeal, before 
the Lord Chancellor, the judgment was confirmed. 
The heavy losses occasioned by this untoward event 
compelled Mr. Strange to make an arrangement with 
his creditors. He, however, recovered from the blow 
by his unwearied perseverance, and was much re- 
spected in the * Row.” 





Dr. Hill Burton, author of that amusing work 
“The Book-Hunter,” has returned from a journey 
on the continent, in the course of which he has been 
collecting new materials for a revised edition of his 
well-known “ History of Scotland.” 


The new work upon which George Eliot has been 
for some time engaged, a story of English provincial 
life, will be published in December by Messrs. Black- 
wood & Sons, 


Mr, George Smith, of the Department of Orienta, 
Antiquities of the British Museum, so well known to 
scholars for his faculty for deciphering the Assyrian 
writing, is about to publish a “ History of Assurbani- 
pal from Assyrian Sources.”” The book consists en- 
tirely of interlinear translations with the text from 
Assyrian Inscriptions, with a complete lyllabary of 
the Assyrian characters and will be of great service 
to the historian, and Assyrian scholars. The work 
is printed by Messrs. Harrison, with the same type 
with which they are printing Mr. Norris’s Assyrian 
Dictionary. 


In Sir T. Duffus Hardy’s first Appendix to his 
Public Records Report of this year are many inter- 
esting illustrations of old English customs and laws. 
Thus, in 1361, the escheator of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster is ordered to restore to widow Emma le Nor- 
reys her lands, which she had forfeited to the Duke 
because she had married one of his villains, or nativt; 
she had afterwards obtained a legal divorce. In 

355 the sheriff is ordered to pay the knights (or 
M. P.’s) elected for the commonalty of the duchy 
24/. for their expenses in coming to the Parliament 
at Westminster. In 1382 a carrak, or small ship is 
wrecked on the coast, and, because the crew escape 
alive, proclamation is made that the goods of the 
ship are not to be seized In 1383 the sheriff is 
ordered not to put Adam de Prestall, of Salfordshire, 
on juries, because he is so deaf that he can scarcely 
hear a sound, &c. 


In his Preface to the Alfredian Anglo-Saxon 
version of Gregory’s Pastoral, Mr. Henry Sweet will 
give a short sketch of Anglo-Saxon lexicography, 
showing that Junius was the only original worker at 
the subject, and that succeeding English compilers 
have done little more than plunder him. 


Joseph Skipsey, a heaver of coal, a genuine pitman 
of thirty-seven, who has been at work in the pit 
since he was five years old, and who taught himself 
to read, has just published a small volume of poems 
at Blyth, “ printed by William Alder,” which con- 
tains a few touching pieces on the accidents that 4 
pitman is liable to. 


The death is announced of M. E. Bertin, of the 
Débats. 
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Gilbert Banester’s verse legend of Sismond, which 
js added to Chaucer’s “ Legende of Good Women” in 
the Additional MS. 12,524 in the British Museum, 
has been copied by Mr. Brock for the Chaucer 
Society. 

At the gathering of gentlemen interested in litera- 
ture and science which recently met in Devonshire, 
under the presidency of Canon Kingsley, Sir George 
Cornewall Lewis’s ** Astronomy of the Ancients” 
was denounced by one of the speakers as the most 
absurd book that ever was written !

Tom Paine Nails.—Wrought iron shoe nails. im- 
pressed with the letters T, P., were formerly in 
great request, but have now become quite obsolete, 
being superseded by other patterns and varieties. 
But old veterans, followers of St, Crispin, “stuck to 
the last” in upholding their favorite nails, till no 
more could be obtained for “love or money.” In 
connection with this subject, the following tale is 
traditionally recorded : It is said that nails so marked 
first originated through the high feeling of detesta- 
tion in which Tom Paine (author of ** The Age of | 
Reason,” &c) was held by the people, and that these 
nails were especially manufactured and impressed 
with the initials of his name, so as to allow the 
people the trifling satisfaction of knowing that in 
the wearing of them they were thus treading, ideally, 
the infidel under foot and crushing out the very name 
of that pernicious reasoner! I believe it to be a fact 
that Paine’s works are now as little thought of, at 
the present time, as the once popular “ T. P.’s.”

Funius.—I cannot help smiling at the new clue to 
the authorship of ‘¢ Junius” which has been discov- 
ered by the united labors of Mr. Lilly and Mr, Bates. 
Surely the bare idea (stripped of Porson’s witty addi- 
tion) of one work being read when another is for- 
gotten, is so exceedingly commonplace that it might 
have occurred to many men, many women, and many 
children ; but, granting it to be brilliant and recon- 
dite, I cannot see what would be gained by proving 
that Sir Philip Francis was acquainted with ‘“ The 
Toast,” unless it was established at the same time that 
the other Junius claimants had never seen it. I ob- 
serve that Mr. Bates gives May, 1811, as the date of | 
the first appearance of Porson’s joke, but it was cer- 
tainly quoted by Lord Byron in the note to page 16 
of the third edition of * English Bards and Scotch 
Reviewers,” which appeared in 1810, and most likely 
in the first and second editions which were published 
inthe previous year, It is quite possible, however, 
that the saying may have come from Porson’s lips 
before it proceeded from his pen, and that Byron 
heard it on one of those occasions when he describes 
him as ‘* reciting or rather vomiting pages of all lan- 
guages, and hiccuping Greek like a Helot.”

Lockhart’s Life of Sir W. Scott—Amidst the dis- 
traction of many books and the rival claims of many 
favorites, book-loving men have often amused them- 
selves by considering what their choice would be if 
by circumstances (captivity, shipwreck, &c.) they 
should be reduced to a very limited number—say half 
adozen. I believe there are many persons ‘of my 
mind, who would choose Boswell’s Johnson and 
Lockhart’s Scott among the foremost of the half 
dozen. 

Those who value the book would have gladly 
seen Scott’s centenary marked by a new and enlarged 
edition of his ‘“ Life” instead of the empty noise and 
bustle of a vapid ceremonial. 

Scott’s “ Life” was published so soon after his 
death that many details and narratives, as well as 
many letters and MS. records of the greatest interest, 
were obliged to be suppressed. See, for instance, 
what Lockhart says of Scott’s Diary : 

“The reader cannot expect that any chapter in a diary 
of this sort should be printed 7” extenso within a few years 
of the writer’s death. The editor has found it necessary to 
omit some passages altogether, to abridge others, and very 
frequently to substitute asterisks or arbitrary initials for 
names, 

Thirty-five years have elapsed since the publication 
of the * Life,” and there is probably no one now 
living on whose account any matter need be sup- 
pressed which may be fairly desired for publication: 
And who could be found in every way more suitable 
to complete this great national work than Mr. Hope 
Scott ? Q. Q. 

Mr, Gilbert A’ Beckett.—It is hazardous to dispute 
Mr. Shirley Brooks’s dictum respecting the staff of 
Punch; nevertheless when he says that Mr. Mark 
Lemon was from the very first the “sole” editor of 
that periodical, I am inclined to question his accuracy. 
I have in my possession a copy of the original edition 
of a book I dare say he well knows—A Shilling’s Worth 
of Nonsense—and the title-page states it to be 
by the “ Editors” of Punch, It may be necessary 
to add, for the sake of many of your readers, that 
the book I refer to came out in the earliest days of 
Punch.

The Washington Relics.—* The State Library at Al- 
bany is not likely soon to contain the relics of Gen. 
Washington, the obtaining of which was partly pro- 
vided for in the supply bill of the last Legislature. 
These relics are owned by Mrs. Lewis W. Washing- 
ton, of Halltown, West Virginia, and were offered to 
the State for the sum of $20,000. The State accepted 
the offer on the condition that the money should be 
paid only on the certificate of Martin Grover, J. Car- 
son Brevoort, and the Chancellor of the University. 
Upon examining the articles offered, Mr. Grover re- 
fused to give countenance to their purchase, although 
the Chancellor (Mr. John V. L. Pruyn) and Mr. 
Brevoort certified to the genuineness of the relics, and 
thought it desirable to have them placed in the State 
Library, and thereupon Comptroller Nichols was asked 
to pay over the $20,000 called for in the bill, or ‘so 
much thereof as should be found necessary.” The 
comptroller declined to do so for the reason that the 
consent of the entire examining committee was neces- 
sary in such a case. Mrs. Washington then sued 
out a mandamus to compel the payment of the 
money, and on Tuesday last the case was argued in 
the Supreme Court, and the action of Comptroller 
Nichols was sustained. The relics offered were: 
Washington's farewell address, one of the first drafts, 
in his own handwriting; Washington's state sword, 
presented to him by Frederick the Great, and worn 
by him on State occasions ; Washington’ 3 opinions of 
the generals of the army, in reference to the choice 
of a commander-in-chief, in his own handwriting, 
never published ; Washington's horse-pistol, one of a 
pair presented to him by Lafayette; Washington’s 
account of his household expenses, a part of the time 
while President, in his own handwriting ; Washing- 
ton’s two seals—one of gold and one of silver—with 
watch-chain with his name, the same worn at Brad- 
dock’s fieid in 1755; Washington’s surveying com- 
pass au: Giass instruments used by him as engineer ; 
the chains, Jacob’s staff or tripod, used in connection 
with the foregoing; colored plates and manuscript 
descriptive (in a quarto volume prepared for the 
Duke of Cumberland, Commander-in-chief of the 
British army) of the uniforms of the British troops in 
1742, and presented to General Washington, by the 
son of the engraver, Pyne." —N. Y. World, 
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Border Ballads—The following account of the

‘This guilty composition is known as ‘The 
Death of Featherstonhaugh,’ and begins thus: 


* Hoot awa’, lads, hoot awa’,’ etc. 


This imposture, professing to be taken down from the reci- 
tation of a woman eighty years old, was accompanied with 
some explanatory notes characteristic of the dry antiq 
thus: ‘ Hardriding Dick is not an epithet referr 
manship, but means Richard Ridley of Hardridis

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Tue WasHIncton State Papers.—The Trea- 
sury Department officials, in making arrangements 
for the better preservation of the valuable papers, 
have lately removed from a vault, in which they 
have laid for more than half a century, the ac- 
counts of Gen, George Washington while he was 
Commander-in-Chief of the American Army during 
the Revolutionary War. The accounts are stated in 
Gen. Washington’s own handwriting, and are writ- 
ten in clear and bold characters, and arranged with 
systematic accuracy. The title-page of the accounts 
ears the following inscription: Account of G, 
Washington with the United States, commencing 
June, 1775, and ending June, 1783.” Entries are 
made of every item of his household expenses, and 
for all moneys used in transportation of troops, and in 
fact every expense incidental to the Revolutionary war. 
Reference to history will show that Gen, Washington, 
although offered a compensation while serving as 
Commander-in-Chief, repeatedly declined to accept 
any, as these accounts show. Gen. Washington’s 
determination not to cover up and take advantage of 
the oversight of other Government officers, is well 
illustrated by the following entry and the marginal note 
jn explanation of the same. It appears as follows : 

“By cash, £133 16s. Note.—This sum stands in 
my account as a credit to the public, but I can find 
no charge of it against me in any of the public offices, 
where the mistake /yes. Know it, but wish it could be 
ascertained, as I have no desire to injure or be injured.” 

Washington also submitted a table giving the 
amount of money received at different times, giving 
its nominal] value and value by depreciation, from 
which it appears that in October, 1777, $1,000 was 
yorth $9113 in January, 1778, $2,000 was worth 

370. The market value of money continued to 
depreciate, so that in March, 1799, $2,000 was 
quoted at $200, at $500, and at $50. The final 
note at the end of this statement is as follows: 

“T received moneys on private account in 1777, 
and since which, except such sums as I had occasion 
now and then to apply to private uses, were all ex- 
pended in the public service, and through hurry, I 
suppose, and the perplexity of business, for 1 know 
not how else to account for the deficiency, I have 
omitted to charge, while every debit against me is 
here credited, July 1, 1783.” 


In April last, after the death of Professor Otto 
Jahn at Bonn, his library of Musical Works, unique 
of its kind, was sold by auction. The Prussian 
Government, assisted by Herr Killmann, of Bonn, 
has recently secured for the Royal Library, at Berlin, 
the Mozart collection, the most important numbers 
of the Haydn collection, a good many from the 
Beethoven, and several from the Gliick. These are 
inestimable additions to a library now the only one in 
Europe possessing all the works of Mozart, and which, 
with some little cost and trouble, may equally secure 
‘or itself an entire collection of Haydn, Bach (J. S.), 
Handel, and Beethoven.

An Old Bible-—We spoke yesterday of a Testa- 
ment printed in London, in 1617, and owned by 
Mrs. Harris of Hartford, Vt. Mrs, Eames of this 
city has a Bible printed in 1608, in the old black 
letter. It bears on the title page: ‘‘ The Bible 
translated according to the Ebrew and Greeke, and 
confered with the best Translations in divers Lan- 
guages, with most profitable Annotations upon all the 
hard places, and other things of great importance as 
may appeare in the Epistle to the Reader. And 
also a most profitable Concordance for the ready 
finding out of any thing in the same contained.—Im- 
printed at London, by Robert Barker, Printer to the 
Kings most excellent Maiestie, 1608.” 

This edition is sometimes called the “ Breeches 
Version,” because in the seventh verse of the third 
chapter of Genesis, it is written, “they sowed figge 
tree leaves together and made themselves breeches,” 
instead of “aprons,” as in the modern translation. 
Bound up with this Bible is “* The Booke of Com- 
mon prayer,” and “The whole Booke of Psalmes 
collected into English meeter by Thomas Sternhold, 
John Hopkins and others, with apt Notes to sing 
them withall.” This part is “ printed for the Com- 
panaie of Stacioners, 1609.” 

This Bible was bought by Mrs. Eames in Exeter, 
England, Sept. 2, 1867.—Concord Daily Patriot. 


Somnambulism of La Fontaine —The celebrated 
author, La Fontaine, invited two friends to supper, 
but forgot to tell his wife of the circumstance, 
When evening came, he appeared sleepy and heavy, 
and expressed a wish to retire to rest; and he went 
to bed without supping or bidding his family good 
night. At the appointed hour the two friends came, 
and Madame La Fontaine was surprised to find that 
they stayed hour after hour with the air of invited 
guests.

His 
eyes were half open, but he evidently saw no ob- 
ject; he crossed the dining-room where the party 
were sitting, went into a little closet or cabinet that 
served him for a study, and shut himself up in the 
dark. Some time after, he came out, rubbing his 
hands, and testifying much satisfaction, but still 
asleep; he then went through the dining-room, quite 
unconscious of the presence of any one, and retired 
to bed. His wife and friends were very curious to 
know what he had been about in the dark, They 
all went into his study, and found there a fable 
newly written, the ink being still wet, which brought 
conviction that he had written and composed it dur- 
ing his dream, The admirer of this most original 
author may wish to know which fable was composed 
under these extraordinary circumstances.

A bibliographical discovery of an unknown edition 
of Vespucius’ Letter has lately been made by Mr. 
Frederik Muller, bookseller of Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, and we think our readers will be gratified to 
know that through the agency of the Atlantic tele- 
graph we were so fortunate as to secure this most 
valuable work for a well-known collector in Provi- 
dence, R. I. Had the order reached Amsterdam 
one day later it would have been missed. It is grati- 
fying to be able to add that although the book was 
catalogued without a fixed price, Mr. Muller sold at 
avery reasonable and moderate advance over its cost. 
Seeing that it is a book hitherto unknown and unde- 
scribed by any bibliographer, we add Mr, Muller’s 


description of the work.

JUSTLY BE CALLED UNIQUE. It comes from an insig- 
nificant library, sold a year ago at Antwerp, and was 
bound up with three other pieces, all printed there in 
the first ten years of the 16th century; one of them, 
which seems to be likewise totally unknown, on the 
land of Priest John, may be found at the end of the 
catalogue with the Voyages to Asia. The high 
interest of the work, which perhaps will never again 
be offered for sale, has induced me to prefix to this 
catalogue an exact fac-simile of the first page. 

The book itself is the translation of Vespuccius’ 
famous letter to Laur. de Medicis, on his third Amer- 
ican voyage, undertaken in 1501 tor the King of 
Portugal. It begins beneath the woodcut of the 
first page. 

Lauréti goede vriét In voorleedé daghé heb ic Alber- 

icus v gefrreué va my wedercost. . . 

(Laurentius, good friend, in the past days I 
Albericus have written to you of my return.) 

At the third page the relation of the voyage itself 
begins, and it is curious, that while Harrisse, in his 
extensive note to the first Latin edition (No. 22), 
gives May roth or 13th, or June roth, as the proba- 
ble day of the departure from Lisbon, here Vespuc- 
cius himself names the first of May: Indé iare os 
heré als mé screef! MCCCCC efi een dé yersté dach 
va Mey so zy wi wt gerenst. (Jn the year of our 
Lord 1501 the first day of May we have set sail.) 1 
have found nowhere else this date mentioned. 

The book bears no date, but it is out of question 
that it has been printed in the period 1506—9, the 
time when all the separate editions of Vespuccius 
were published. It is one of the first productions of 
the famous printer Fan van Doesborgh, at Antwerp, 
whose publications (principally romances of chevalry 
with woodcuts, curious popular books, etc.) rank 
among the rarest of the Antwerp printers. Just the 
kind of his publications makes it easy to understand 
that they have disappeared, as it were, under the 
hands of the reading public. 

Mr. Muller bought this book (expenses included) 
for f 830. 


Sale of Shakespeare’s House.—The following account 
of the sale, by auction, of the house in which, ac- 
cording to the best tradition, Shakespeare was ushered 
into the world, may be of interest to some of our 
readers : 

The national nature of the sale entrusted to the 
auctioneer brought a vast number of persons to the 
room of Mr. Robins. 

Mr. Robins ascended the rostrum at one o'clock, 
amidst loud cheers. He commenced by saying that 
he felt himself highly honored in having been en- 
trusted with the sale of the house in which Shakes- 
peare, ‘‘ Nature’s poet,” was born. He agreed with 
those who considered that as the relic was a national 
one, the nation should become its purchaser, and that 
it should stand for ages as a monument of Shakes- 
peare’s greatness, purchased by the subscriptions of a 
nation, The vendor had no interest in the property 5 
he simply acted as the trustee of several minors to 
whose interest he was bound to look, and in bringing 
the property before the public for sale, he was merely 
following a course which the Court of Chancery 
would have directed, if it had been appealed to in the 
matter. He then gave a graphic description of the 
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house and adjacent premises. The house, the shop 
of which had up to within the last few years been 
devoted to the trade of a butcher, was in good condi- 
tion—so good that he had no doubt that it would 
stand for centuries. There were several comfortable 
apartments in which a party might comfortably dine ; 
he had dined very comfortably in one of them with a 
party on his visit. (Laughter.) Property was at- 
tached to the house which yielded a yearly rental of 
30/. He also read the conditions, which were of the 
usual nature. The title of the property would de- 
scend to purchasers or the purchaser from the will of 
the immortal bard himself. 

A person, who was stated to be an American ex- 
hibitor, here interposed, and called upon Mr. Robins 
to prove that the house he was selling was the iden- 
tical one in which the bard was born. 

Mr. Robins said there could be no doubt at all 
about it. Tradition which pointed out the room in 
Berkely Castle, in which a fearful murder was per- 
petrated, and the room in which James the First was 
born, pointed out this house as that of Shakespeare’s 
birth-place, His father lived in it, and there could 
be no doubt that the great poet was born in the house, 
and spent the greater period of his life in it. (Cheers.) 
The house was transferred from the hands of Shakes- 
peare’s descendants, in 1806, to the present possessors, 
and its quiet transference then presented a marked 
contrast to the excitement which the announcement 
of its sale now produced, showing the great progress 
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made in education, and a due appreciation of all that 
appertained to the greatest genius the world ever 
produced. At that time, and for many years, 1,000 
persons visited the edifice in the course of a year; 
but of late years, as many as 7,000 visited it in the 
course of one year, a vast proportion of whom were 
Americans. The lady who had charge of the house 
would not enlighten her querists as to the revenue 
she derived from exhibiting the house ; but no doubt 
she derived a handsome income from the exhibition 
of it to tourists

Mr. Robin’s said there could be no doubt about it, 
and produced the deed, which his audience would 
not allow him to read.

Shakespeare left the house to his 
sister, who married Mr. Hart, and the house was 
always known as Shakespeare’s house, and the pro-

When the tender was handed in it was hailed 
with great applause, and the vendor, who had re- 
served to himself one bidding, declined after this 
offer to make it, and the lot was knocked down at 
once amidst the loudest and most genuine applause 
perhaps ever heard in an auction-room. 

The five books of the autographs of visitors were 
next sold for seventy guineas. 

A few lots of old furniture and relics were then 
sold ; among them was a spectacle case, and a small 
carving of Shakespeare’s monument, stated to be 
from the mulberry tree planted by Shakespeare, at 
New Place.

THE AMERICAN LYCEUM. 


Among the peculiarities of American life, which 
nobody born out of the country can be expected to 
understand, is the strange fondness of a lively and 
intelligent people for lyceums and pie. Against pie 
there has at last been a revolt. This sacred dish has 
been denounced both in the press and from the plat- 
form as nasty and unwholesome, The Union has 
survived the impious attack on a national institution, 
but there is reason to fear that the consumption of 
this horrible delicacy has not as yet been materially 
diminished by the abuse which has been lavished on 
it. It is something, however, that its supremacy 
should have been challenged and its merits thrown 
open to discussion. A morbid appetite is always the 
most difficult to eradicate, and it is evident that the 
American passion for pie must be left to die out grad- 


ually along with its unhappy victims. The lyceum 


system has also, it appears, been somewhat shaken 
While the host of lecturers has multiplied 


of late.

There are laments that even the 





most thrilling course of lectures, with plenty of | 


“ stars,” and with patriotic and comic subjects well 
mixed together, will hardly draw now. A frivolous 
and dissipated generation is turning away from the 
solemn and edifying recreations of its ancestors, 
Young America, arrived at years of discretion, shuns 
the lyceums, while younger America, yet in his 
teens and under domestic rule, attends these dismal 
rites only under protest. Among some useful hints 
which have lately been published for reviving the 
declining popularity of lyceum lectures, great impor- 
tance is attached to having *‘ ushers enough to pre- 
vent the boys in the back seats from making the 
slightest disturbance.” This bodes ill for the future. 
Theatres, operas, and concerts are cutting out the 
demure and decorous lecture-hall. The desperate 
nature of the case may be gathered from the strong 
measures recommended by a practical man as neces- 


sary to give a course of lectures any chance of | 


success. ‘* Advertise it thoroughly,” he says. ‘* Ask 
the clergy to announce it from their pulpits. Ask 
the editors to cail attention to it in their local col- 
umns. Ask the teachers to speak about it in their 
schools.” The lyceums, he admits, are infested with 
charlatans, and the only way to deal with them is 
“by passing resolutions expressing emphatic dissatis- 
faction with them and reprobating by name the persons 
and parers that endorse them, and by publishing these 
in the local journals.” The evil will then evaporate 
“ like malarial mist before a sunburst.” It strikes one 
that it will hardly tempt good men to come forward if 


they are to be exposed to the risk of being publicly 
placarded as humbugs and impostors in the event of 
their addresses happening to be not exactly to the 
taste of the local secretary or committee, and that 
the law of libel in the United States must be very 
different from what it is in this country if sucha 
course of reprobation can be freely indulged in with 
impunity. Another rule is, always to suspect a new 
“star” whose praises are suddenly in all the papers, 
“* Merit always wins its way, sometimes rapidly, but 
never splurgingly.” The gentleman who favors us 
with this startling contribution to the English 
language is, in his own way, such a purist that he 
apologises to the proprieties of zsthetic Boston for 
the “blunt Saxon words” in which he formulates 
another piece of advice—* Don’t give too much 
pork for the shilling.” Better, he holds, two, 
three, or four great lectures in a course than a “ long 
leash of cheap howls.” But if New York has fallen 
away from the lyceums Boston has stood steadfast; 
and the reason in each case is, we are assured, the 
same. New York lacks a “ business man of brains,” 
and this it is Boston’s good fortune already to possess, 
When we add that the writer of this elegant and 
candid effusion is a general agent for lyceum lectures, 
the point of his argument will perhaps be better 
understood. His ideal of a good lecture is that it 
must be eloquent, and his conception of eloquence 
may perhaps be gathered from his own chaste and 
brilliant style of composition. For “ solid informa- 
tion” he has an undisguised contempt. It appears 
that in a country blessed with that compendium of 
universal knowledge, the “ American Cyclopedia,” 
‘it is an impertinence to attempt to * instruct’ an audi- 
ence unless you can do it pleasantly or eloquently” 
The fact that the lyceums still maintain their 
footing in New England and Pennsylvania, while 
struggling for existence in New York and the more 
bustling worldly parts of the country, helps to explain 
one reason of their popularity with a certain class of 
people. Many persons in America, as well as among 
ourselves, have religious scruples about patronizing the 
theatre, while they have a keen relish tor the dra- 
matic excitement which the stage supplies. They 
are anxious to indulge this taste without violating 
their principles, and the lyceum—or, as we should 
call it, the Mechanics’ Institute, or Literary and 
Scientific Institution—offers a convenient compro- 
mise, It is not a theatre, there is no wicked scenery, 
no demoralizing drop-curtain, no Satanic row of 
footlights, The most pious “ professor,” the str 
deacon or minister, might attend constantly without 
the slightest scandal. The entertainment is conven- 
tionally assumed to be intellectual, not sensual ; it is 
intended to elevate the mind and brace the morals. 
This was the original idea of our own Mechanics 
Institutes. They were to furnish improving lectures 
on literature and science, with occasional doses of 
sound moral truth ; but we all know what happened. 
What has been profanely called the high moral 
dodge did not answer in a pecuniary sense. A pre- 
tence of being particularly improving and instructive 
is still kept up, but the entertainments are arranged 
in direct competition with the theatre and the music 
hall. The scientific lecture is little more than 4 
pyrotechnic display, with a running commentary of 
jokes; literature is represented by dramatic recita- 
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tions; while the “moral course” is stretched to 
include every kind of performance from a patter 
monologue interspered with comic songs to a regular 
stage play, with changes of costume, wigs, false 
noses, and other theatrical accessories. Many good 
people are thus enabled to indulge in dramatic dissi- 
pation with an easy conscience, just as others justify 
their forenoon “ nips” or “ nightcap” potations on a 
theory of medicinal restoration. Drinking is a vice, 
but everybody is bound to take care of his health. 
The entertainments at the Mechanics’ Institutes and 
similar places throughout the country are now, to all 
intents and purposes, of just the same character as 
those of the music hall, which in its turn apes the 
theatre as nearly as the law allows, the only distinc- 
tion being that the former may perhaps be allowed 
to carry off the palm for silliness and imbecility. 
The useful “penny readings” in country districts 


_ have, of course, a raison d’étre of their own, which 


places them in a different category. The American 
lyceums seem to be pursued by a similar fate to that 
which has overtaken the kindred establishments in this 
country. The practical manager whom we quoted 
above asserts that people do not want to be instructed. 
They want to be amused; and it is quite clear that 
it is the sort of amusement that is derived from his- 
trionic exercises for which they chiefly crave. “ We 
want more,” the same authority observes, * from 
aman or woman than books can give—the living 
voice, at least electric with enthusiasm or earnestness ; 
we want speakers, not lecture-readers.” But it is 
evident that a man who delivers the same lecture 
over and over again is not a speaker, but an actor. 
There is nothing an American relishes so much as a 
good, rousing speech. It does not much matter 
what it is about, or whether the speaker understands 
his subject, as long as he stirs up the audience with a 
perfervid rush of words. There is a curious contrast 
between the calm, careful judgment of Americans 
in all practical matters and their proneness to this 
kind of excitement, The fact is that they enjoy the 
excitement as a thing by itself. They do not go to 
alecture or public meeting to be instructed or to 
form their opinions, but to be thrilled by a screaming 
oration, with plenty of hot, strong language in it. 
The negro described his love of liquor as “ drinky 
for drinky, not drinky for dry.” Americans are 
addicted to oratorical stimulants in the same way. It 
is simply a form of dissipation, and it is dissipation 
of exactly the same kind as that of the theatre. 
Wendell Phillips or ‘ Josh Billings” is expected 
to play a part as if it were Macbeth or Falstaff. 
On the whole it is a wholesome sign that the Amer- 
leans are gradually deserting the lyceum for the 
theatre. It is dangerous to confuse histrionic excite- 
ments with the actual business of real life. 

A glance at the list of lectures offered to managers 
of lyceums for the next season, in the circular of one 
of the agents, shows at once that the whole class of 
entertainments is drifting in the direction of dramatic 
performances. A large and growing proportion of 
the so-called lectures are not really lectures at all, 
but dramatic monologues. Mr. De Cordova, for 
example, tells stories such as ** Mrs, Smith’s Surprise 
Party,” “The Spratts at Saratoga” (just as our own 
comic men would enact the “‘Jenkinses at Margate”), 
and “ Miss Jones’s Wedding : an Oil Story in Verse.” 
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The Rev. E. Hall recites tales of his own composi- 
tion, one of which is announced as “ never pub- 
lished.” Mrs. Lotty Hough was formerly an actress, 
and goes through a little play called ** Popping the 
Question.” The Rev, Petroleum V, Nasby—for the 
credit of the cloth it is fair to say this is an assumed 
name and character—gets sport of a peculiar American 
kind out of a “ Search for the Man of Sin.” Mr. Geo, 
Marden delivers “* Humorous Poem-Lectures.” Then 
come the regular readers, the ventriloquists, Geologi- 
cal and Anthropological Exhibitors, “ Baritone Hu- 
morists,” &c. In one of his early papers Artemus 
Ward waxed indignant at the popular lecturers who 
were cutting out the show business—* individooals 
who cram themselves with hi soundin frazis, frizzle 
up their hare, git trusted for a soot of black close,. 
and cum out to lecture at fifty dollars a pop.” Pro- 
fessional jealousy accounted for this acrimony, but 
Artemus might now easily find a place in the lyceums 
for his * sagashus beests and moral wax statoots of 
celebrated piruts and murderers.” The eagerness of 
Americans for personal acquaintance with public men 
of all kinds has also a good deal to do with such 
popularity as still attends the lyceums, It is signifi- 
cant that, in the newspaper extracts given in the cir- 
cular before us, the personal appearance of the lecturer 
is usually described with some minuteness, as if it 
were the most interesting part of the show. Thus 
we are informed that Mr. Parton is of a tall, spare 
figure, and wears glasses and white choker; his hair 
is thick and black, and so are his whiskers. He has 
a sober expression of countenance, with an occasional 
twinkle of the eye. Colonel George Marden, the 
spouter of “comic poem lectures,” is a young man 
of medium height, portly figure, light complexion, 
and broad face. “ Josh Billings” is a poetical look- 
ing gentlemen, with a student stoop in his broad 
shoulders. One of the most remarkable figures in 
what is gracefully called “the menagerie of the 
lions of the lecture room,” is the “ Hon. William 
Parsons (of Ireland).” Mr. Parsons, we are informed, 
belongs to the ancient house of Parsons, Earls of 
Rosse. He graduated at Edinburgh under Professor 
Wilson and the “erudite Pillans ;” he entered for 
the English Bar, and was engaged on one of the 
leading metropolitan newspapers—in what capacity is 
not stated—but following the natural bent of his 
genius, devoted himself to “‘the lecture platform of 
Great Britain and Ireland.” The Reform League, 
we are assured, considered him their most effective 
speaker, and “always placed him where they antici- 
pated the strongest opposition to their views.” Mr. 
Bright once declared his eloquence to be electrifying, 
and he was asked to stand for a Yorkshire borough, 
It would seem that we had a great man among us 
without knowing it. It is some consolation to hear 
that in New York he is received as “a type of the 
vitality of the old country.” It is rather invidious 
that the writer of this description of the menagerie 
should single out “the urbane and vivacious Parsons” 
as distinguished by ‘his spotless linen.” Mrs. Liver- 
more, the recognized leader of the Woman’s Rights 
movement in New England, is represented as ** warm- 
hearted, whole-souled,” “a large, well-proportioned 
lady of fifty summers.” ‘She has not a grey hair,’” 
notes one almost too minute reporter, who must have 
carried a strong magnifying glass, “‘as far as we 
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could discover.” Her “dress is plain and womanly, 
her manner stylish and becoming.” Physically 
and intellectually,” exclaims another enraptured 
admirer, “she is a model ;” but afterwards he inti- 
mates that he “ cannot in some instances accept her 
statement of facts or recognize her deductions as 
logical,” two trifling drawbacks to intellectual perfec - 
tion, It is announced that Mrs. Livermore and 
General James A. Hall of Maine have arranged for 
a series of oratorical sparring matches before lyceums 
on the woman suffrage question. This, we are 
assured, will be a real debate, not a mere presentation 
of opposite opinions. On the whole, a perusal of 
this programme of the lyceums certainly does not 
tend to give one an elevated idea of the general 
culture or intellectual vigor of people who with all 
the advantages of national education can be amused 
by such trashy entertainments.— The Saturday Review,

BIBLIOMANIA. 


PROMINENT BIBLIOMANIACS, 


WILLIAM THURSTON HORN, 


There have been probably books more copiously, 
more elaborately illustrated; books upon the orna- 
mentation of which vastly more money has been ex- 
pended, but we doubt seriously that there are any 
illustrated books either in England or America at the 
present day that will surpass, in richness of material 
and beauty of execution, those illustrated by Mr. 
William Thurston Horn, of Wall street. Mr. Horn 
is a gentleman of wealth, whose business is of such 
a nature as to exact an inconsiderable portion of his 
time, and he is consequently able to pursue almost 
uninterruptedly the study of literature and art. He 
is, we believe, a fine classical scholar, a rarity in these 
practical days; is well read in history and general 
diterature, and has a quick eye for all that is beautiful 
in Nature and in Art. With these accomplishments 
it is not unnatural that he should eschew the grosser 
pleasures so fascinating to many of our men of wealth, 
and live in a little world of his own in the delightful 
atmosphere of the bibliomania. It must not, how- 
ever, be supposed that because “ he lives and moves 
and has his being’ among his books and engravings, 
that he is in anywise oblivious or indifferent to the 
mighty events that are daily transpiring around him. 
If bibliomaniacs, as a class, cling tenderly to the 
past, they do not altogether relax their hold upon the 
present. And the example of Mr. Horn—whom we 
look upon as a representative bibliomaniac—is a 
standing rebuke to those who think otherwise. His 
tastes lead him into fields but little gleaned by Ameri- 
can amateurs—English history, historical memoirs, 
and literary biography—for which, having few com- 
petitors, he finds abundance of the choicest material ; 
while those who work in the ordinary fields are 
oftentimes compelled to wait years for the necessary 
engravings. In illustrating Mr. Horn confines him- 
self mostly to portraits, in which department of en- 
graving we find the productions of some of the most 
eminent masters of the burin, such as Faithorne, 
Hollar, Houbraken, Vertue, Bartolozzi, Sherwin, 
Marshall, Scriven, and others. The books upon 





which this gentleman has exercised his skill are the 
best exponents of his taste and mental constitution, 
We shall accordingly proceed to enumerate a few of 
the more prominent ones, and our readers may judge 
of the exceeding richness of the collection to which 
they belong when we say that there are in it scores 
of others but little inferior, 

In the literature of the fine arts beautiful copies of 
the lives of Holbein, Rembrandt and Anthony Van 
Dyke, copiously and richly illustrated with portraits 
of themselves and their contemporaries, and speci- 
mens of their respective styles, are worthy of the 
special attention of the art lover, The most promi- 
nent works in English historical literature are Sir 
Robert Naunton’s amusing ‘ Fragmenta Regalia,” 
illustrating the Court and favorites of England’s great- 
est Queen; Weldin’s Court of James I., with eighty 
different portraits of James—a remarkable collection— 
in addition to scores of other fine portraits’; Fox’s 
Court of James II., printed on drawing paper, and 
enlarged to two volumes, with numerous fplatesf 
Mrs, Jameson’s Court of Charles II., in which we 
see the frail beauties of that profligate court flitting 
before us in all their fascinations ; a superb copy of 
Cunningham's “ Life of Nell Gwynne”—the way- 
ward but noble-hearted orange girl who captivated all 
England—enlarged to folio size and extended to three 
volumes, with over two hundred choice proof en- 
gravings. 

In the department of literary biography, a depart- 
ment, by the way, of Mr. Horn’s Library, which is 
unusually rich, we have the lives of Milton, by Hayley; 
Shakespeare, by Dr. Nathan Drake; and Dryden, by Sir 
Walter Scott. Drake’s Shakespeare, to the general 
reader, as well as to the literary student, is one of the 
most entertaining of books. Mr. Horn rejoices in 
the possession of a beautiful large paper copy of this 
work, copiously illustrated, and extended from two to 
four volumes. The life of Dryden is a bibliographical 
rarity, being the life prefixed to the edition of Dryden's 
works edited by Sir Walter Scott in 1808, of which 
only fifty copies were struck off separately on quarto 
paper for private distribution among the friends of 
the author. There is a charming copy of the life of 
Sir Philip Sidney, enlarged to folio size, and extended 
to three volumes; a copy on large paper of that cus 
rious book by Todd, illustrative of the writings of 
Gower and Chaucer; a copy of Chambers’ Burns, 
four volumes, extensively illustrated, and a magnificent 
copy, elaborately ornamented, of Zouch’s life of 
* Honest Izaac Walton.” a. 

Among his illustrated books bibliography is well 
represented by the works of Clarke, Horne, Griffiths, 
and Hartshorne, all on large paper, and a fine folio 
copy of “ Dibdin’s Bibliomania,” one of five copies 
printed on drawing paper. The latter is illustrate¢ 
with over two hundred of the rarest portraits. The chef 
d’euvre, however, of the collection, and a masterpiece 
of book illustration, is Boydell’s magnificent folio 
edition of “ Milton’s Poetical Works,” which is con- 
sidered the ne plus ultra of the typographic art. To 
the lover of beautiful printing it is even a joy to look 
upon this monument of Mr, Bulmer’s skill ; but when 
he casts his eyes from the letter-press to the engravings 
with which it is adorned, he becomes fairly dazzled 
with its excessive beauty. In addition to the set of 
marvellous plates designed for this work by Westall, 
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plates have been taken from the most rare and costly 
editions of the poet’s works to decorate this particular 
-opy. The experienced amateur is probably aware 
tt in illustrating such a work as this, there is not so 

uch difficulty in obtaining beautiful engravings as 

is in obtaining those the most beautiful. And 
this is just what Mr, Horn has accomplished. There 
is not a single common or ordinary engraving in the 
whole book. About forty years ago, Joseph Haslewood, 
the celebrated antiquary, illustrated a copy of the Bas- 
kerville ecition of Milton, for which, in addition to 
other engravings illustrative of the text, he had col- 
lected thirty different portraits of Milton. This feat 
was considered worthy of being recorded in the annals 
of book illustration. And Haslewood, be it remem- 
bered, had the print emporiums of all England to 
choose from. But what would the author of the 
“Roxburghe Revels” have said had he seen the un- 
precedented collection of eighty portraits of Milton 
collected by Mr. Horn—none of them engraved since 
Haslewood’s time. The binding of these volumes 
alone cost, we believe, three hundred dollars, and 
sacredit to the taste and professional skill of Mr. 
Mathews,—the Roger Payne of America, It is safe 
to say that this is undoubtedly the finest copy of 
Milton in existence. 


THE WALTONIANS,. 


From its first appearance, one hundred and eighteen 
years ago, that enchanting pastoral, “* The Compleat 
Angler” of Izaac Walton, has been a favorite book 
with all persons of pure and cultivated literary tastes. 
Thousands there have been who could not distinguish 
between a trout and a salmon, who could not even 
bait a fish-hook properly, and who have yet loved 
this book as probably no book of the kind has ever 
been loved before. Its sweet simplicity of style, its 
pure and unaffected humor, its beautiful transcripts of 
nature, its heaithy morality, and the genial spirit of 
contentment which it breathes, all conspire to render 
it one of the most delightful, as it is one of tl.e most 
unique works in our literature, The demand for 
such a work is no bad indication of the literary cul- 
ture ofa community. And the eagerness with which 
this book is sought after in the United States is a 
pleasing assurance that our taste for genuine literature 
has not been wholly corrupted by the flashy sensa- 
tional writers of the present day. To satisfy this 
demand several editions have been published in the 
United States, one of which, edited in a loving spirit 
by an American scholar, is in a literary point of 
view by all means the most satisfactory edition ex- 


tant, 


For illustrators Walton’s “* Angler” has always had 
peculiar charms, But from the costliness of the ma- 
terials necessary to illustrate it, only the most wealthy 
followers of the pursuit have attempted it. John 
Allan illustrated a copy, extending it from two to 
four volumes, with over two hundred and fifty extra 
illustrations, the whole inlaid to quarto size, and 
which, on the dispersion of his library, was purchased 
by a wealthy gentleman of this city se $600. Thos. 
H, Morrell’s uni ique copy, with two hundred and forty 
extra plates, was sold in 1869 for $340. Mr. Lane 
(of the Erie Railroad) illustrated a copy very exten- 
sively, and at great expense, afterwards publishing a 
4 volume to commemorate his achievement. Mr. 





Charles Congdon has been engaged upon a copy of 
Walton since 1857. He has amassed a fine collec- 
tion of engravings for it, but says he shall devote a 
few more years to it before resigning it to the hands 
of the book-binder, General E. A. Carman is an 
enthusiastic Waltonian. He has been operating on a 
copy of the “ Angler” for some years, and we have 
no doubt that when finished it will reflect the highest 
credit on his taste. When about to commence his 
copy the General expressed himself as willing to spend 
$1,0co upon it. When completed he will find, if 
he has been at all elaborate, that it will have cost 
him about double that sum. Mr, Horn says that the 
taste of any man who has frequent contact with en- 
gravings is being constantly refined, and in order to 
have an illustrated copy of a work of which the owner 
shall not be ashamed when he grows older, he should 
try his hand on at least three different copies of any 
one work, ‘There are, doubtless, many of the craft 
who entertain the same idea, but very few of them 
are as fortunate as Mr. Horn in possessing the means 
to practice it. Mr. Horn has himself, combining 
precept with example, illustrated about a dozen dif- 
erent editions of this immortal pastoral—including 
the Bagster, Major, Gosden, Bethune, Pickering and 
other choice editions—thus making rather an inter- 
esting cabinet of Waltoniana. 


ROBERT HOE, JR. 


But the prince of Waltonians is Mr. Robert Hoe, 
Jr., who has illustrated a copy of Walton’s “ Angler” 
which cannot be equalled by anything of its kind in 
Europe or America, It is the edition edited by Sir 
Harris Nicholas (1832-1836) with illustrations by 
Stothard and Inskip. In getting up this beautiful 
work the publisher, William Pickering—the modern 
Aldus—who was himself a disciple of ‘* Honest 
Izaac,”’ spared no expense in the effort to make it a 
typographic monument to the memory of * The 
Father of Angling.” With him, indeed, it was 
literally a labor of love. When artist, editor, and 
publisher all labor together con amore, the result 
cannot be otherwise than beautiful. 

And when such a book is still further beautified at 
the hands of a bibliomaniac who has wealth, taste, and 
time to lavish upon it, who shall attempt to describe 
it? Enlarged from two to ten volumes, it fairly 
teems with beautiful engravings of piscatorial sub- 
jects, rare old views, and portraits of the prominent 
characters mentioned in the text, The illustrations 
for this work have all been judiciously selected; 
nothing of a mediocre character has been admitted 
into it. Every valuable illustrated work on the 
science of angling has been laid under contribution 
to add to the embellishments of Mr. Hoe’s Walton. 
Another of Mr, Hoe’s triumphs in beok illustrating 
is the ‘* Life of Thomas Stothard, the Raphael of 
England,” by his enthusiastic daughter-in-law—Mrs. 
Anna Eliza Bray. In order to admit engravings of 
a large size every page of this work has been neatly 
inlaid, in Whatman’s drawing paper, folio size, by 
that skilful artist, Mr George Trent. 

In illustrating the life of an artist the great point 
is to bring together, in the choicest condition, as 
many of the engraved specimens of his style as it is 
possible to collect. In the life of Stothard an ama- 
teur has a fine field for the display of his taste, and 
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knowledge of art. Stothard was one of the most 
prolific artists of modern times; scarcely any book of 
value appeared during his lifetime that did not con- 
tain some embellishment from his hand. The 
principal authors upon which he employed his pencil 
were Chaucer, Milton, Spencer, Bunyan, Boccacio, 
Walton, Rogers’ Italy and Poems, De Foe’s Robin- 
son Crusve, the Town and Country, and the Novelist’s 
Magazines. We believe he also made some designs 
for Boydell’s Shakespeare Gallery, and illustrated a 
complete series of the British Poets. He is said to 
have made altogether no less than five thousand de- 
signs during his lifetime, of which number about three 
thousand were engraved by Collins, Heath, Parker, 
Cromek, and Medland. The exchanting beauty and 
loveliness of his designs have caused them to be much 
sought after by connoisseurs, so that they are becom- 
ing daily more and more scarce, and when procurable 
command very high prices. Mr. Hoe has made a 
very large collection of Stothard’s designs, all of which 
are either artists proofs or india proof impressions. 
Besides the engravings there are inserted many ex- 
quisite original drawings by the artist himself, in pencil 
and colors, which Mr. Hoe has collected, at great 
expense, during his various visits to England.. Of 
both these works Mr. Hoe is extremely proud, as he 
may well be. Lovers of literature and art who can 
appreciate two of the finest books in existence should 
see the Walton and the Stothard illustrated by Mr. 
Robert Hoe, Jr. Boox-Worm. 


THE NEW YORK FRAUDS. 


It is not our custom, nor indeed is it a 
part of our plan, to touch upon politics in 
any way; but the matter in question is of 
such general interest, and of such immense 
importance to the community at large, that 
we have been induced for once to make an 
exception to our rule, by reprinting the 
following article from our able contempo- 
rary, the Saturday Review: 


The perpetrators of the New York 
frauds have apparently been disappointed 
in their expectation that the whole affair 
would blow over. Their hopes were 
founded on a long course of precedent, for 
their dishonesty has been for sume years 
generally known and deliberately tolerated ; 
but in the end paradoxical experience 
proves an unsafe guide, In fable and pro- 
verb the pitcher is at last broken, or the 
typical wolf becomes real; and, to the 
surprise of the community, honesty appears 
likely to obtain a temporary triumph even 
in the city of New York. The merit of 
the probable change will belong exclusively 
to the conductors and writers of the New 
York Times, who have relied with rare per- 
severance and courage on the ultimate prev- 
alence of truth. ‘That the rulers of the 





city and the State were a gang of worthless 
and impudent scoundrels was doubted 
neither by their friends nor by their 
enemies ; but the imaginations of most men 
are too feeble and vague to embody the 
abstract notion of rascality in millions of 
stolen dollars. Instead of wasting time 
and energy in moral declamation, the New 
York Times extracted from the municipal 
accounts figures which proved on their face 
the unparalleled amount of the embezzle. 
ments which had been committed. All 
parties in New York knew beforehand 
that both Tweed and Fisk, after becoming 
bankrupt as petty tradesmen, had, notwith- 
standing their want of any visible means of 
subsistence, contrived to amass large for. 
tunes, and to live in scandalous luxury and 
splendor. It could not be doubted that 
they flourished at the expense of the tax- 
payer, except so far as one of them had 
also the resource of robbing the share. 
holders of the Erie Railway; yet there 
was neither protest nor attempt at resist- 
ance until the New York Times began to 
publish the details of the alleged expendi- 
ture on the county court house and on the 
militia armories. The plasterer’s bill for 
the court house during two years amounted 
to £500,000, and the carpenter was equally 
exacting and equally fortunate. The carpets 
for the same wonderful building were sup- 
posed to cost £60,000, although a skilled 
appraiser has valued the carpets actually 
laid down at less than £3,000. A new 
hotel, called the Metropolitan, of which 
Tweed is the principal proprietor, has by 
a remarkable coincidence been at the same 
time furnished with a gorgeous supply of 
carpets; and the New York Times proves, 
by a simple calculation in the Rule of 
Three, that if the court house carpets cost 
£60,000, the hotel carpets must have cost 
£300,000. The municipal contract for 
printing and stationery is let to a firm in 
which Tweed again is a partner, and con- 
sequently the bill for two years reaches 
the normal amount of £500,000. It is of 
course necessary for Tweed and his chiet 
accomplices to transfer a portion of their 
gains to conspiring tradesmen and to sub- 
ordinate agents; and much money is spent 
in the manipulation of elections and in 
bribing the judges who are appointed by 
the reigning faction; but, after all deduc- 
tions, a margin of private plunder is left 
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which perhaps suggests to the ringleaders 
afeeling, like that expressed by Lord Clive, 
of astonishinent at their own moderation. 
Of alarge number of armories rented by 
the city, some are garrets worth a fifth or 
a tenth part of the nominal rent, and others 
have not even a local existence; and it is 
almost unnecessary to say that the real or 
supposed lessors are intimately connected 
with the managers of Tammany Hall. 
The city accounts, which are on a larger 
sale than those of the county, have not 
yet been obtained; but of the whole 
municipal taxation, amounting to £6,000,- 
000 a year, it may be conjectured that a 
half or a third is intercepted by the 
Tweeds, the Connollys, the Sweeneys, and 
the Halls. 

If the struggle were confined to the city, 
or even to the State of New York, the 
result might perhaps be doubtful; but the 
indignation which has been aroused will 
be fatal either to the Democratic party or 
tothe Tammany gang, which has hitherto 
controlled both the city and the State. 
Accordingly some Democrats have already 
denounced the municipal government, and 
the Republicans who had, on condition of 
connivance at fraud, been allowed to occupy 
some minor offices, are rallying round the 
respectable section of their own party. It 


is thought that Mr. Hoffman, the Governor | 


of the State, who has hitherto supported 


the conspirators, though he is not suspected | 
of sharing their illicit gains, is beginning | 


towaver.

successfully defy the moral condemnation 
which they have provoked. It is doubtful, 
according to the same authority, whether 
men of the order of Tweed and Fisk will 
be checked even by the prospect of con- 
viction and of penal servitude; and it is 
suggested, apparently in earnest, that the 
only sufficient remedy would be a resort to 
Lynch law, after the example set by San 
Francisco twenty years ago. The District 
Attorney-General, the legal representative 
in New York of the Federal Government 
has publicly recommended the adoption of 
the San Francisco precedent in the event 
of a failure of justice through the connivance 
of the Governor with the criminals. Soon 
after the acquisition of California, the capi- 
tal was in the hands of a body of gamblers, 
swindlers, and highway robbers, who 
appointed members of their own body to 
the chief judicial and executive offices. At 
last the respectable inhabitants of San Fran- 
cisco rose against their oppressors, and hav- 
ing seized the ringleaders, they hanged 
them in the main street of the town after 
The survivors 
were ordered to quit the State on pain of 
and immediately afterwards the 
ordinary administration of the law was 
resumed. San Francisco has from that 
time been an orderly and thriving commu- 
nity; but Lynch law in New York would 
mean civil war; and, even to get rid of 
Tweed, of Fisk, and of Hall, the risk and 
the evil would be too great. In California 
the thieves were a small minority, who had 
for a time obtained power by fraudulent 
manipulation of the ballot-boxes. The 
constituents and accomplices of Mr. Oakey 
Hall, though they also habitually falsify 
the elections, form perhaps a numerical 
inajority of the whole population. Yet in 
the recent case of the Orange procession, 
the city mob learned to its cost that the 
genuine American citizens will not allow 
the wide limits of liberty or of license 
which they recognise, to be transgressed 
with impunity. It is probable that, either 
immediately or after a short interval, the 
revelations of the New York Times will re- 
sult in the deposition of the city govern- 
ment, and in the exclusion of Tweed and 
his associates from the State Senate and 
Legislature. If the State were once puri- 
fied, means might be found to restrain the 
monstrous iniquities which are perpetrated 
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by the city demagogues with the aid of the 
judges whom they appoint. 

The misgovernment of New York is the 
natural consequence of a total divorce be- 
tween taxation and representation, In 
rural districts and in smaller towns the 
majority of the entire community are tax- 
payers, and consequently they have an in- 
terest in checking excessive or corrupt 
expenditure, The working classes in New 
York, including a large number of Irish 
immigrants, return the members of the 
municipal government, and impose the local 
taxes. The great capitalists of the city 
have found by experience that it would be 
more expensive and infinitely more trouble- 
some to resist extortion than to pay any 
amount of black-mail which may be de- 
manded ; and the great body of the traders 
are timid and unaccustomed to combine. 
The mob of electors are gratified by the 
humiliation inflicted on the more prosper- 
ous classes, and they are proud of the 
audacity and impunity with which their 
representatives defy the simplest rules of 
morality. The recipients of unaccounted 
millions of the public funds are persons of 
the humblest education and the coarsest 
manners, who would not be admitted by 
any decent citizen within his doors. Some 
of them ostentatiously defy the ordinary 
rules of propriety, which are in no country 
more generally respected than in the 
United States. The most notorious of the 
gang drives an equipage occupied by dis- 
reputable companions of both sexes, and 
attended by four colored servants in livery. 
It is the delight of the rabble to contem- 
plate and maintain the political supremacy 
of the most despicable and odious of man- 
kind. Weath and power, combined with 
vice and infamy, present to that singular 
constituency the most complete ideal of an 
eligible life. It must be remembered that 
the New York scandals thrive in the midst 
of the most vigorous, most flourishing, and 
most highly educated of civilized communi- 
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ties; nor is there any reason to Suppose 
that in similar circumstances Europe or 
England would be better able than America 
to reform the abuses which result in New 
York from the operation of universal suf. 
frage. It is indeed impossible that, under 
the present English Constitution, members 
of corporations or their patrons should 
embezzle the municipal revenue. In case 
of suspicion the corporate accounts would 
be removed by certiorari to the Queen’ 
Bench, and any irregular expenditure would 
at once be disallowed. There would be 
no difficulty in obtaining verdicts against 
fraudulent administrators; but in New 
York the judges are elected by the same 
constituency which knowingly returns the 
depredators. In a large city population 
blessed with promiscuous suffrage, the 
dregs of society will probably be uppermost.

Of all the great characters that figured in the history of 
England there is not one of greater interest than Sir W alter 
Raleigh.
